A NARKOW ESCAPE. 


Caught by Machinery and Nearly Crushed 


to Death. 


Frnm Tuesday's Daily. 


This forenoon at 9 o clock Mr. Martin 


JRubican, a young man, having a wife 
and one child, came near being crushed 
to death in the bolting gearing on the 4th 
floor of D. S. Shellabarger & Co.'s "A" 
mill. Mr. Bubican, who is a miller, had 
gone on the fourth floor alone, and pass- 
ing on the -wrong side of the bolting rig- 
ring, the beveled wheels of one of the 
machines caught the clothing o! the inon 
below his left arm, drawing it inward 
quickly. Mr. Rubican threw up one arm 
and by an almost superhuman effort he 
tore himself -away from the machine, 
whose beveled wheels ripped the clothing 
and cut away part of the fleeh of the left 
side. There was no one else on the floor, 
and knowing that he must have surgical 
attention at once, Mr. Bnbican, though 
very much exhausted, managed to go 
down two flights of stairs to the second 
floor, where he found a mill mate, -who, 
seeing the condition of the injured man, 
at once hastened to notify the operatives 
of what had occurred. A miller and Will 
Shellabarger at once summoned the Drs. 
Chenoweth to the mill. 


The surgeons gave Mr, Rubican proper 


attention, and soon afterward he was re- 
moved to his home on North Water street, 
near Condit, His left side is badly torn 
and there are also several cuts visible. 
Had he been drawn inward an inch fur- 
ther be would have received fatal inju- 
ries. No ribs nor bones were broken. 
Mr. Rubican acknowledges that he passed 
on the wrong side of the gearing, but did 
it without thinking what he was about. 
The mill is chock full of machinery on 
ench floor, and it is extremely dangerous 
for anybody except the most experienced 
and careful millers to pass through the 
stablishment in safety.

IL projecting piece of railroad iron on a 
lat-car knocked him down, and falling 
under the wheels one of his feet was 
Tusbed so that it bad to be amputated. 
Brook was then a minor. The company 
will probably take the case to the appel- 
ate court, as they cannot have the ver- 
dict set aside again in the circuit court.

Testing the Matter. 


A grain case, an action to recover over 


55,000—which sum, it seems, fell through 
he bottom of a bucket shop—is on trial 
at Bloomington. It is one which ought, 
and doubtless will be of more or less in 
erest to Decatur speculators in grain 
—or, more properly speaking, "chalk 
marks." The ease is Elihu Fallis vs. W. 
Sogers. Fallis, a commission merchant, 
operating on the board of trade, sues 
Sogers for a balance due on wheat, oats 
and corn (principally oat«), bought by 
Fallis on Rogers' order, upon the board 
of trade last summer. Fallis's claim is 
}5,767. Rogers resists payment on the 
ground that all the transactions were 
gambling transactions, and therefore void 
under the statutes of Illinois, the inten- 
sion being that the commodities pur- 
chased or sold were not to be handled, 
neither received nor delivered, but were 
to be settled by the payment of differen- 
ces in price at the maturity of the con- 
tract. He also denies that some of the 
deals were ordered by him. 


Kicked in the Face. 


At about noon on Sunday last Robert 


Black, living one mile south of Mt. ZIOD, 
was kicked in the face by a work horse 
and very seriously hurt. Mr. Black, who 
has a wife and three children, on return- 
ing home from church went through the 
pasture, and on placing his hand on the 
rump of the horse, the animal kicked 
with the result mentioned. The hoof 
struck Mr, Black square in the faca 
breaking the upper jaw bone in two 
places and also fracturing the nasal bone 
besides tearing the flesh. Dr. Booth, o: 
Mi Zion, attended Mr. Black and dreseei 
his wounds.

A Suit lor Compensation. 


A rather novel trial came off before 


'Sauire Joseph Jones, at Maroa, yester- 
day, E. P. Vail, of Decatur, appesring for 
the plaintiff, and I. A. Buckingham, also 
of Decatur, appearing for the defendants. 
The plaintiff was J. Alonzo Humphreys, 
a temperance man, w-ho sued Garrett 
Schenck, John Scheuck and Aquilla 
Braden, saloon keepers, for S50, that 
amount being claimed for cervices ren- 
dered in caring for a drunken man named 
Roney, afflicted wi'h the delirium tre- 
tnens, two weeks ago to-day. The statute 
provides that when a man becomes drunk 
and needs attention, the party earing for 
him can bring action against the party or 
parties who made him drunk and recover 
reasonable compensation for services ren- 
dered. It was shown by the plaintiff that 
Roney had been iu Maroa, and while 
there he became intoxicated. 
He was 


induced by friends to sign the temperance 
pledge, and that night he had the horrors. 
He was found on n sidewalk plunging 
about. He was picked iip and placed 
upon a bed in a room. His condition was 
such that it took four men—Lon Hum- 
phreys, Jchi Crocker, Mr. Smith and 
Mr. Adams — to hold him down. All 
through the long night Roney plunged 
and kicked and came near wearing out 
his faithful attendants. It was not denied 
that the man had been drinking, but the 
defence endeavored to snow that Roney's 
condition was owing to the alleged fact 
that Ee had eaten four pounds of raw beef 
and a great amount of tansy, which might 
have caused serious gastric disturbance. 
The proof showed that he had eaten ten 
cents worth of beef and four sprigs of 
tansy. 
These were about the principal 


points brought out at the trial which was 
witnessed by a large number of Maroa 
people. 


1 'Squire Jones reserved his decision un- 
til this (Saturday) forenoon at 9 o'clock, 
when he gave judgment for the defendants 
on the ground that the plaintiff had failed 
to prove that. Roney had procured his 
whisky at the places charged in the com- 
plaint—those kept by the Schencks and 
Brtiden.

He Hung Himself. 


News reached Decatur to-day that 


Philip Lenhart, a young German farmer, 
committed suicide last night by hanging 
in a carriage shed on the Sol. Hinrichsen 
farm, five miles east of Lincoln. The 
lifeless body, still warm, as it dangled 
from the end of the rope, was discovered 
early this morning, aud Coroner Boyden, 
of Lincoln, being notified of the occur- 
rence, went out to the farm to hold an 
inquest. It appears that Lenhart's old 
mare met with an accident yesterday by 
which she was disabled, and he cried and 
mourned over his misfortune all a'ter- 
noon, It is believed the accident to the 
mare was the cause of the young man 
taking his life. Lenhart leaves a young 
widow to whom he was married no lon- 
ger ago than last March.

Tbe Lenhardt Suicide. 


The REPUBLICAN yesterday contained 


a statement of the suicide of Philip Len- 
hardt, north of Mt. Pulaski. The Lin- 
coln Journal contains the following ad- 
ditional particulars of the affair: "De- 
ceased's name was Philip Lenhardt, age 
26, residence in Chester township, on the 
Hinrichsen place. A week or so ago one 
of his horses was kicked and disabled. 
Wednesday a like injury befel another, 
which caused him to become despondent. 
Last evening he began crying, and told 
his bride of a few months that he was 
going to be killed. He held a certificate 
of deposit on Dustin's bank and a note 
for n small amount, both of which he as- 
signed to his wife. His wife became 
alarmed and sent for her parents. On 
their arrival a search was made for him, 
and in a tool house suspended from a 
cross beam was his lifeless body, not yet 
cold. A half-inch rope was used, and a 
bench on the side of the house gave him 
the desired fall. The wife and friends 
are in deep mourning over his tragic 
death. 
The coroner's jury returned a 


verdict according to the above facts." 


THE Decatur citizens subprented to tes- 


tify in the ex-Rev. Hoffman case, now on 
trial at Bloomington, are not wanted, as 
Uie claim for $5,000 alleged damages for 
libel against Zetta Robinson has been 
withdrawn by Hoffman, who brings ac- 
tion for only 1 cent damages. In this 
way all foreign witnesses to the number 
of about 400 fro PI different pnrts of Illi- 
nois and Tennessee, are ruled out, ami un- 
der the ruling of Judge Reeves they can 
not tell what they know about Hoffman's 
record here or elsewhere. Only residents 
of Bloomington, familiar with the ex- 
preacher's reputation while there, are 
competent witnesses. 
Evidently Mr. H. 


didn't care to be faced by people from 
other localities who claim to be acqxiaint- 
ed with his.moral reputation.

DENTISTS AT WOBK. 


Six Operatives Giving Exhibitions 


Skill at tbe Court House 


To-Day. 


Of 


From Thursday's Daili/. 


After the meeting of the Illinois State 


Dental society this morning, a recess 
until 2 p. in. was taken to give skilled 
operatives an opportunity to make exhi- 
bitions ia filling natural teeth and put- 
ting crowns on others. Six dental chairs 
of improved patterns were placed in the 
west end of the court room where there 
was a good light, and the subjects were 
selected from among the members, oue of 
whom was the ex-president of the society. 
The operatives were Dr. A. H. Fuller, of 
St. Louis; Dr. C. C. Chittenden, of Mad- 
ison, "Wis.; Dr. J. N. Grouse, of Chicago; 
Dr. J. A. W. Davis, of Galesburg; Dr. J. 
D. Sitherwood, of Bloomington, and Dr. 
A. E. Matteson, of Chicago. Around 
each chair gathered a crowd of dentists, 
who watched the performance closely and 
exchanged views on the same as it pro- 
gressed. At the session yesterday after- 
noon a number of papers bearing ou 
dentistry were presented and discussed. 


Dr. Black, of Jacksonville, performed 


a very interesting operation, which was 
the chief feature of the day. It was the 
removal of the germ of a wisdom , tooth 
from the jaw of a young man who came 
here from Peoria. The young man's jaw 
was in a very bad state, and the subject 
had to be placed under the influence of 
ether. It took some time to remove it 
but it was scientifically and successfully 
done. 


Of the eight applicants for license five 


passed a successful examination. They 
were Dr. G. W. Waltz, of Decatur; Dr. 
Wm. Fraenkel, of Chicago; Dr. R. R. 
Green, of Braid wood, 111.; Dr. J. S. Mar- 
shall and Dr. G. E. Miller, of Chicago. 
The board of examiners appointed by the 
governor were Drs. Black, Jackson, Gush- 
ing, Harlan, Wilson and J. J. Jennelle, 
and each applicant bad to answer 161 
questions. Operative Dentistry was the 
subject of an interesting discussion at the 
evening session, in which about 20 mem- 
bers participated. The sessions will come 
to a close to-morrow afternoon.

Hard Trials at Taylorville. 


The condition of things at Taylorville 


is not very bright for those who wish to 
deal out liquor. The town went license 
by a majority of five votes on April 17th, 
after a reign of five years of no license. 
The Journal, in speaking of the first 
meeting of the new council at Taylorville, 
Bays: "The dram shop ordinance adopted 
by the city council on Monday 'night, 
fixes the license fee at one thousand dol- 
lars per annum. It prohibits the use of 
screens and frosted windows. It also for- 
bids the use of billiard tables and all sorts 
of games in or about the building where 
the dram shop is kept. It prohibits the 
loafing of inebriates and minors about 
the saloon, and places numerous other 
restrictions on the traffic. The ordinance 
is altogether a very stringent one and 
has caused considerable dissatisfaction 
in- the ranks of the license party. It IB 
claimed that it was passed in the interest 
of a few wealthy men who want to run 
saloous here aud who wish to have n 
monopoly of the trade."

would secure. Jjoth Ohio Senators 
and the organization of the United 
States Senate. In view of the very 
serious appearance of things for the 
Ohio Republicans this fall, he ad- 
mits there would be an immense ad- 
vantage in his Presidential aspira- 
tions to be elected Governor, but in- 
timates that he will be willing to 
submit to the sacrifice rather than 
allow the upper house to pass into 
the hands of the Democracy. 
When 


it was suggested that a Presidential 
candidate from Ohio might be neces- 
sary in order to carry that state next 
year, he replied: "Ob, the the peo- 
ple are getting tired of Ohio," and 
afterward 
added, 
that whatever 


might be the danger this year he 
he had no doubt at all that the Ra- 
publicans would carry Ohio in 1884. 
He, however, does not despair of 
Republican success this fall, and 
thinks matters from his point of 
view are really improving. 


Jay Gould on the Tariff. 


A New York reporter last Satur- 


day interviewed Jay Gould, and in 
the course of which he gave ex- 
pression to the following sentiments 
respeccing the tariff: 


"My every interest," he said, "is 


in protection, because free trade 
means a reduction in prices of labor, 
a decrease in the material prosperity 
of the masses, and that means injury 
fco every interest I represent. But 
for the difference in the cost of labor 
between England and this country 
we could produce as cheaply as they 
do, as the cost of raw material is the 
same. 
Remove protection and you 


destroy our manufactures. If the 
democratic party undertakes to level 
down this labor to the English pau- 
per basis, they will destroy our in- 
dustries. 
To unkertake free-trade 


is to arouse labor and cause a revo- 
lution. Even the farmer is vitally 
dependent on the tariff, for that 
alone gives him n market for his 
agricultural products. Any political 
party that would destroy protection 
to our industries would ruin itself 
and the country."

FLORIDA IN SUMMER. 


GAINESVILLE, FLA.., May 11. 


EDS, 
REPDBLICAS:—I had not in- 


tended to write you this week, not 
wishing to weary your patience or 
that of yonr readers, but I find so 
much to write about that I will make 
too long letters if I only write semi- 
monthly. 


One thing I have noticed very 


particularly since being in this state, 
and that is observance of Sunday, 
and also the sobriety of the people. 
I have not seen a half dozen intoxi- 
cated persons since I have been in 
the state, and on Sundays all places 
of business, such as cigar stores and 
drug stores, are closed, and I see no 
crowds loafing around saloons, to 
speak of. There is a law now in 
force in this state that any one ap- 
plying for license to sell liquors of 
any kind must get a petition signed 
by a majority of tbe citizens of the 
ward, or town, if not a city, and the 
names of the signers published in 
some newspaper, before the commis- 
sioners can grant a license; conse- 
quently in many of the towns it is 
impossible to get a license. 
Even 


Jacksonville will scarcely grant a 
license after the terms cow in force 
expire. 


One feature about the water here 


is peculiar: when first taken from 
the well or spring it seems warm, but 
let it stand in a pitcher or bucket for 
a half day in the shade and it is 
cooler than when first taken out. 
The water obtained from drive wells 
or springs is very clear, sweet and 
nice. This week lias been what the 
inhabitants call very warm, but I 
have felt little inconvenience from 
it, as a breeze after 9 o'clock blows 
nicely all day. With the thermom- 
eter at 85 to 89 it is not oppressive, 
and with an umbrella used when 
walking the streets it is cool. I left 
Palatka on Saturday morning last on 
the Florida Southern R. R. for this 
place, and made one stop to look at 
land near a small station, and ar- 
rived here about 6 p. m. The land 
most of the way is of high pine, 
rolling and quite uneven, but pro- 
nounced first-rate orange land, yet I 
should judge poor for vegetables, 
unless highly fertilized. 
Even the 


very poorest land on the ridges is 
called good for oranges. 
The first 


place of any note is Interlachen, sit- 
uated in pine woods, with nice lakes 
in full view of the depot on either 
side of the road, and will in time be 
pleasant to live in. Most of the 
other towns are small. Keuka, laid 
out and controlled by Hon. Ed. Rum- 
ly, formerly of Oilman, 111., now of 
the Palatka Journal, is on high pine 
land, with a lake nejar by. McMee- 
kin is a small town, but from the de- 
pot six lakes can be counted, all 
clear, and full of fish, with occa- 
sionally an alligator or so, thrown 
in for a change. Alachua county, of 
which Gainesville is the county-seat, 
is one of the largest counties in the 
state north of the Everglades; it is 
very fertile. About 20 miles square 
is embraced in the Aredondo grant, 
from the King of Spain, which com- 
prises some of the richest land in the 
state. Vegetable raising for north- 
ern markets is entered into largely 
any where near the railroad, and 
several car loads a day are now 
shipped from the railroad depots in 
the county. Mr. W. K. Cessna, for- 
merly from near Springfield, Ohio, 
one of the most successful vegetable 
growers here, has given me the fol- 
lowing figures as being a rather low 
average of the net profits per acre of 
the various crops, and • in this aver- 
age he has included the possible loss 
by late frost, of both one year and 
six or eight: String beans, $00 to 
$75 per acre; cucumbers, $60 to 
$100; strawberries, (which have only 
been of much notice for the last four 
years), at from $200 to $400 per 
acre. 
Cabbage, Irish potatoes, egg 


plant and water melons, about the 
same as beans, cucumbers, etc. 
I 


know of several who have told me of 
much greater average than this. 
Strawberries are set out every fall, 
about October, and they begin to 
bear the next spring, picking com- 
mencing in February, and continu- 
ing until May 15 or June 1. Wil- 
son's Albany has been most used un- 
til about two years ago a variety 
called Newman's Leading, has sup- 
planted it, and is a much finer berry 
and stands shipment well. Sugar 
cane and rice and cotton are also 
raised to a considerable extent, the 
last named mostly by the colored 
people on rented land. 


Captain Ellis, who is now GO years 


old, a native of Florida, and who can 
remember when it was under Span- 
ish rule, was formerly an extensive 
stock raiser and cotton planter. He 
told me that on one acre and a half 
near his house he in one year raised 
1400 pounds of sugar, 200 gallons 
of syrup and 100 gallons of molas 
ses. I have sent a sample of the 
sugar to Mrs. Halsted,-and any one 
can see it by calling on her; or if 
she will she can leave it at your of- 
fice. This is a town of some note; 
contains about 
3,000 population. 


Here the East Florida Seminary is 
situated, which has a military de- 
partment, under charge of Lieut. 
Wagner of the 6th TT. S, Infantry. 


The building was destroyed by fire 
last fall or winter, but the citizens of 
Gainesville have contributed lib- 
erally, and material is now on the 
ground for a nice building. 
The 


Baptists, Presbyterians, Methodists 
and Episcopalians have bouses of 
worship here. 


I find many Illinois people here. 


In one neighborhood about a mile 
and a half north of town is a settle- 
ment where I found six out of seven 
families from Illinois, nearly all 
from DeWitt county. 
Several are 


here from Stephenson county, among 
them R. M. Witt Prominent among 
those from DeWitt I met Mr. J. R, 
Mclrvin, who owns a nice farm o! a 
little more than 30 acres; he has a 
fine orange grove, a good vegetable 
farm, and a nice home of Illinois 
style, and a door yard full of Mar- 
shal Neil and Louis Phillippe and 
other choice tea roses. He and his 
excellent wife delight to make it pleas- 
ant for any visitor from Illinois. 
They have been here four years. 


The yards here now present a fine 


appearance, with roses of all shades, 
from the purest white to dark crim- 
son, and growing on bushes four to 
five feet high, while the Marshal 
Neil is as prolific as the Prairie 
Queen of Illinois. Orange trees put 
on new growth every month. 
The 


new growth now is bright contrasted 
with the darker green of the old 
leaves. 


There are two newspapers pub- 


lished here, the Bee and Advocate, 
but as for any benefit that they are 
to induce new settlers they might as 
well send out white paper. 
If this 


county had been as well advertised 
as Putnam, Orange or Volusia, it 
would have 10,000 more people in it.

ular payments of pensions are made 
quarterly, and 
will approximate 


$25,000,000 
for the current year. 


About 5,000 new pension certificates 
are now being issued per month, 
representing an average of 11,000 
each, and officials of the pension 
bureau think this rate will be kept 
up during the year. 
Applications 


for increase of pensions allowed by 
the act of March 2, 1883, are coming 
id rapidly, and 8,000 certificates on- 
titling holders to obtain increase 
have already been issued. 
As in- 


crease in most cases is only $6 per 
month, payments on account of these 
certificates are of comparatively little 
importance, and will hardly be no- 
ticed in the millions paid out for 
arrearages.

THE results of the municipal con- 


tests in Indiana last week have given 
the Republicans new hope of being 
able to, carry the state iu the presi- 
dential election next year. 
Tho In- 


dianapolis Journal expresses much 
gratification at the improved pros- 
pects of the party, and believes that 
in n campaign fought on national 
issr.es tho Republicans have every 
encouragement to expect a victory. 
Some marked changes were made in 
the political status of several of the 
most important cities of the state. 
The result is doubtless due in part 
to the infamous record the last Dem- 
ocratic legislature made, and to the 
prominence in that body of a Cop- 
perhead who openly rejoiced over 
the assassination of Abraham Lin- 
coln. It is also due in a measure 
to the feeling growing among the 
laboring classes that the tendency of 
the Democratic party toward free 
trade is fatal to their "interests. 


Not Creditable to Us. 


A paragraph in another column 


contains the information that the 
Bramble Lock Factory, which was 
the subject of some diiciibbion iu De- 
cattir about a year ago, has been lo- 
cated at Terre Haute, Ind., and that 
all the arrangements have been made 
to put the works into immediate op- 
eration at that place. It is a matter 
of profound regret that Decatur is 
to lose the advantages and benefits 
which would have resulted from the 
establishment of such an important 
enterprise in our city, and the fact 
that the inventor of these locks has 
been compelled to go away from 
home to find the encouragement nec- 
essary to the manufacture of his 
wares makes the loss all the more 
painful to contemplate. 
Mr. Bram- 


ble was ready to begin the manu 
facture of locks in Decatur a year 
ago, and felt a natural pride in hav- 
ing the people of his own town 
share 
with him in the benefits, 


but he has waited in \7ain for the 
assistance needed. 
TVe are not 


aware that Mr. Bramble blames any- 
body for his failure to organize a 
company to manufacture his locks 
in Decatur, and we are only giving 
utterance to onr own regret in these 
remarks, but it is an undeniable fact 
;hat onr people do not pay as much 
attention as they should to matters 
of this character. Decatnr must ex- 


;end its manufacturing interests, if 
t would keep pace with the times, 
and these interests cannot be con- 
served and built up without well- 
directed and persistent effort. . If we 
want to make our town still more 
prosperous than it now is we must 
not allow our enterprise to be di- 
rected towards the building up of 
other places. It is not creditable to 
us that this establishment could not 
>e located here, and our citizens will 
find it out when it is too late to rem- 
edy the loss.

:>e allowed to occur' again. 


DAVENPORT, Iowa, a city of less 


;haa 23,000 people, has been afflicted 
with no less than 179 saloons and 
doggeries, each of which contribu- 
;ed S50 per annum to the city treas- 


ury, or $8,950 in all. The city coun- 
il has raised the license fee to $200, 
vt which rate 130 saloons have been 
.icensed. This reduces the number 
of thinking-places by 30 per cent 
and increases the revenue derived 
from them by almost 300 per cent 
Oregon, Ogle county, 111., has agreed 
on a license-fee of $700 in lieu of 
one of $200, and Henry, Marshall 
county, advances the rate from 1200 
to $1500. Such evidences of the gen- 


era] determination of people living 
n the small towns to impose a high 
.iceaso should not be lost on the 
3eiieral Assembly. In every case 
where high license has been adopted 
.he result has been a decrease in the 
number of saloons and an increase 
n ihe municipal revenue. 


KOTHING has occurred as yet to 


heuk the progress of harmony in the 
Republican party of Pennsylvania. 
The Regulars have shown a disposi 
;ion to yield all reasonable demands 
of the Independents, and the latter 
lave met these advances without 
capliousness. The first real move- 
ment toward reorganizing the party 
las just been made by issuing the 
call for the State convention in ac- 
cordance with the promises given 
ast year. An interval of sisty days 
is allowed between the call and the 
assembling of the convention, and 
,he delegates are to be chosen, not 
by county committees, as heretofore, 
jut by the people in popular assem 
jlies. No attempt is to be rnade to 
iscommnnicate any member of the 
jarty for voting the Independent 
ticket last year, the only test being a 
ote for Garfield in 1SSO. With such 
magnanimity exhibited on both sides, 
here appears to be no obstacle to 
harmony in the Republican party, 
and Mr. "Watterson is fully justified 
in his advice to the Democrats to "let 
Pennsylvania go to the Devil." 


GOVERNOR CLEVELA^TD of New York 


has evidently damaged his chances 
for securing the Democratic nomina- 
tion for the presidency by antago- 
nizing the wishes of John Kelly and 
Tammany Hall.

The Fact* Concerning the Tragic De • 


inlse of the Confederate CUlcftain. 


Detroit Frso Presa. 


John MoQuaicl, a Confedorate soldier, thus 


gives for the first time the truo and full par- 
ticulars of the death of Gen. Clcburne at 
Franklin: 


"I saw in your paper of yesterday morninj 


the article headed The 'Death of Oleburne,' 
copied from The Ph lidelphia Timea I have 
noticed, that all published accounts of Gen. 
Cleburne'B death have been of about the same 
version as the one in The Philadelphia Times. 
They are, however, all wrong. All published 
accounts state that Gea. Cleburne and his 
horse were killed on the top of the Federal 
breastworks at Franklin, Tenn., and that his 
horae had its forefeet on the breastworks, dead 
in that position. 
Some accounts have the 


horse on top of the breastworks, with ita fore- 
foet inside ot U.-J woika and tho hindt'eet on 
the outside. 


"It was the horse of Geu. John Adams, of 


Loring'a division, that luy on top of the breast- 
works, Tea body of Adams luy on the outside 
at the bottom of the works, wheroit had rolled 
or fallen when he was shot, while riding over 
the works leading his brigade. Gen, Clolrarne 
led hid division on foot. His horbo was to tho 
rear, and was not killed, ao reported. 
ihe terrible report that Cluburne was miss- 


ing ran through our ranks that wholo dreadful 
night, and our fears ami anxieties wore almost 
disheartening, 
Wo almost prayed that lie 


might have boon wounded only.'or captured; 
but that was not to bo. I and two oihers wero 
tlio first to discover his dund body at early 
dawn *he next morning, He was about forty 
or lilty yards from tho works. Ho lay flat 
upon Ins back as if asleep, bis military cap 
partly over his ovos. He had on a now gray 
uniform, tho coat of the sack or blouse pattern. 
It waa unbnttouod and open; the lower part of 
his vest was unbuttoned. He wove a white 
linen shirt, which was stained with blood on 
the front part of tho left side, or just left of 
tho nbdomon. Tins was the only sign of a 
wound I saw oa him, and I believe it waa the 
only ono he had received. 


'•I have always been inclined to think that, 


feeling his end was near ho had thus lain him- 
self clown to die, or that his body had been 
carried there during tlio night. Ho was in his 
sock foot, his boots having been stolen, llis 
watch, sword belt and cither valuables were all 
gpno; his body having been robbed during tho 
night. 'Being" pierced 
with 
forty bullets 


through and through,' is a more invention, as 
is also his lying cloud on top of tho breast- 
works. Upon discovering Cleburno's body I 
went to some parties who had an ambulance tip 
at the breastworks and wero picking up tho 
wounded and the moro distinguished of the 
dead afiicors. I found the ambulance to be in 
charge of the Eov. Thomas Markham, iho 
woll-known Presbyterian minister of Now 
Orleans, and formerly of this place. 
He waa 


then chaplain of Foatherston's Mississippi 
brigade, Loring's division. I pointed Cle- 
burne's body out to him and asked him to 
come with tho ambulance and get it. Tho 
men Hint were with him wero at that moment 
lifting up the body of Gen. John Adams, and 
it being rather heavy for them, 1 helped to put 
it in the ambulance. We then went to where 
Cleburue lay and I assisted to pnt his body in 
Ilio same ambulance. Tho Kev. Thomas Mark- 
ham, whom everybody liore knows, will corrob- 
orate every word of what I have stated.

'J-ho cafaii oitico of the treasurer's depart- 


ment m tho trcafcnry building often 
contains 


many hiindioil-j of thousands of dollars, and 
gror.tcaie is taken aguinst tho possible depre- 
dations of thieves. The room is very high 
studded, and contains a gallery which can be 
reached by tho general public from the floor 
above. The interest clork is an auburn-haired 
individual of the most nervous temperament, 
nnd, uotwillibtanding the fact that ho has been 
in his position for many years, ho has never 
lost eight of tho tremendous responsibility of 
handling the vast sums of money which daily 
pass into his possession. His nervousness has 


sMi chronic, and he is mado the butt of 


m uiy a quiet practical joko. Tho greatest of 
those was played some time ago by one of his 
intimato personal friends, who obtained per- 
mission from Treasurer Giltillan to try his lit- 
tle schemo. 
Tho gcutleman armed himself 


with about twenty-five foot of twine, and at- 
tached to one end of it a machine composed of 
a etcol prod pointed as fino as a needle, and a 
solid piece of rubber as ballast. Ho stationed 
himsolf in tho gallery directly over tho interest 
clerk's cleyk, whcro there wore heaps of money 
all nicely done up in packages. Then he slowly 
let down tho stiing until it was directly over a 
large packago, and, releasing his hold on "tho 
twinp, the steel prod impaled a bundle of notes, 
which ho quickly drew to the gallery, and 
having secured them rushod to tho treasurer's 
oflico with the prize, which proved to be $6.000 
in legal tenders. Meanwhile the interest clerk 
saw his money going skyward and gave the 
general iilann, but not in time, however to de- 
tet't tho culprit. Tho clork was nearly crazed 
when be received a noto signed ''James Gil- 
tillan," asking him to como at once to the treos- 
incrs ofiico. Ho went as fast as his legs could 
curry him, and imagine bia joy when the treas- 
urer handed him the missing ?(>,(X)0, advising 
him to be more careful that his money did not 
'•t:iko unto itaeH wings and fly away" in the 
future. This practical joke has taught the de- 
partment a good lesson, to wit: that it was pos- 
siblo for a clevor thief to abstract money in the 
mclhod mentioned, and so double precautions 
have been ttiKon, and under the cxmiting state 
of affairs sncl, all event is not all likely to 
happen again. 


Tree Plaiitiiis. 


Ex-Gov. Furness, of Nebraska, read a paper 


on "Tree Planting and Growing on tho Plains," 
in which ho related his experience during 
tiventy-seveu years' residence west of tho Mis- 
souu, his object being to show what had been 
done practically was being and might be done 
toward converting a naturally timberless por- 
tion of tho country into a tree-growing region. 
Statistics showed that there had been planted 
ivilhiu the present borders of Nebraska 344,S5G 
icros of foro.it, U05,.'514,1US trees, about a 
quarter of which did not grow. The spon- 
taneous growth was about one-half that acre- 
age. Ash, oak, walnut, hickory, and other 
varieties thrived. Seed-planting was a mia- 
tako. As a rule, batter success was bad by 
transplanting young trees, when as near 
as possible all tbe roots were preserved. Small 
trees cost less to produce, transport, handle 
and transplant. Alternating, especially in cer- 
tain varieties, had not given satisfaction. Thus 
fur few ills have attended timber culture in the 
state. The great looses and failures havo 
been from careless handling, planting and 
afterward neglect. 
Too much importance 
could not be attached to spontaneous timber 
growing. A far greater proportion ot tho 
planting and growing stood and succeeded 
than in tho case of artificial process^ Losses 
were rare, and only from occasional invading 
tirei, and where too thick on the ground, tho 
stronger killed out the weaker—no loss, in 
fact—aimplv an adjusting or equalizing. Per. 
oor.al knowledge was had of many instances 
where lands which twenty or tweaty-Hve years 
ago wore considered worthless had now grown 
to bo valued at from $'X to $100 per acre, 
solely for the timber planted and grown.

There is nothing upon which there 


is more general public ignorance than 
streetgrading unlessit is street clean 
ing. 
There ia no public mistake thai 


has done more damage, caused great 
er expense, or induced more corrup 
tion than the mistakes made in grad 
ing. 
The principal mistake is to 


think that a town should be level, or 
that a street should be level. 
Many 


people think that grading means 
leveling, and to their ignorant minds 
a level is a source of beauty. 
It is 


against the law of nature. 
The sur- 


face of all habitable countries is va 
ried in order to secure surface drain 
ing and prevent malaria. The rise 
and fall in South Jersey is from 8 to 
20 feet to the mile. 
The fall of our 


streams is 9 feet to the mile. Such a 
gradual rise and fall is no impedi- 
ment to travel, to transit, or hauling 
loads. 
All that the people of South 


Jersey have to do is conform to tho 
natural drainage, and nature will take 
care of it. 
No greater mistake can 


be made than to cut down our natural 
elevations and fill up the hollows— 
we need them all. 
To do it, and 


reduce a street to a dea'd level, is to 
produce malaria. 
To fill up the hol- 


lows is to interfere with the drainage. 
The wisest thing city councils can 
do is to take the natural surface of 
the county, where it is like that of 
Vinelaml, and decide that the natural 
surface shall be thtf grade of the 
town and conform to it. 
Then peo 


pie will know exactly where to cut 
ditches and to place drain pipes, 
Our beautiful trees and green sod 
will not be disturbed, and there wil] 
be an end of endless expense. 


It is calculated that New York city 


has spent $100,000,000 in cutting 
down the back bone of the city some 
sixty feet in order to bring it to a 
level, and now they find that they 
had better have paid the one hun- 
dred millions to raise it up and thus 
secure swift and perfect drainage.— 
What good this money might have 
done spent in libraries, art schools, 
technological colleges, or even public 
parks! 


Philadelphia possessed a beautiful 


surface undulation, in many places 
from forty to sixty feet above the 
present level, in long, gradual slopes; 
but she,cut them down to a dead 
level, and she is now one of the ugli- 
est cities in the world, one of the 
dirtiest, the worst drained, and the 
most unhealthy. 
Contrast it with 


Baltimore, that, like imperial Koine, 
sits upon her seven hills, or clean 
and beautiful old Boston. 
The most 


beautiful and healthy cities in the 
world are hilly cities-—Edinburgh, 
and Solzber, and others. 


This ignorance is also taken ad- 


vantage of and made an excuse for 
immense corruption. 
A once beauti- 


ful city on the North Kiver has been 
literally ruined by it, and covered 
with debt. 
The people were happy, 


and enjoyed the shade of their old 
:rees and the children played on the 
jreen grass until the demon of mam- 
mon came along and suggested a 
city charter to increase the selling 
value of property. 
The charter was 


obtained. 
Immediately a lot of fel 


.ows who had about enough brains 


•j& carry them to the dinner-table, 
jegan to torture their little minds 
about the grade, as they called it— 
saving no definite idea of its mean- 
ing, or sanitary needs. 
They made 


an arbitrary level, and they cut down 
n one place, taking away the beauti- 
:nl old trees and green grass, and 
illod the ruin in another place, cov- 
ering up old sod and filling around 
;he trunks of old trees, often killing 
;hem. 
Thousands of dollars were 


spent, and in the autumn the ague 
was introduced as a natural conse- 
quence. 
But what was worse than 


all, tho village politicians discovered 
;hat there was profit in the job. 
Since then they have changed tho 
;rade only twice to make fat jobs; 
lave covered the city with an im- 
mense debt; have cut down its grand 
old trees and destroyed its beauty, 
and the most burning insult to the 
njury sustained is the fact that 
sroperty, after all this grading, as 
rhey call it, does not sell for half as 
much as it did before it was done, 
and they have introduced malaria, 
,yphoid and ague in the train of 
new evils.
